and Ita tenacity of life. 


The writer knows many specimens 


of the old variety cultivated exten- 
sively by our grandmothers, officlnalia 
rubra plena, that have been growing 
in the same place in the old gardens 
for more than half a century and 
without 'exception those that have re- 
ceived good care are as vigorous and 
healthy today as any young plants,' 
and year after year they give a crop 
of glorious fine flowers. Many of 
these old plants have grown to be 
clumps fire and six feet across and 
one can often count hundreds of blos- 
soms and bads in various stages of 
development on each plant.

frequently and thoroughly and placed 
it at last, with the adoption of national 
service, upon a footing that would 
have seemed very Imposing to the pub- 
lic * of 1900. 
At any moment the 


British empire could now put 1,250,- 
000 arguable soldiers upon the board 
of welt-polltik. 
The traditions of 


Japan and the central European ar- 
mies were more princely and less fo- 
rensic, .'the Chinese still refused reso- 
lutely to become a military power and 
maintained a small standing army 
upon the American model 'that was 
said ao far as It. went to .be highly effi- 
cient, and Russia, secnrcd by a strin- 
gent, administration against internal 
criticism, had scarcely altered the de- 
sign of a uniform or the organization 
of a battery since the opening decades 
.of the century. Barnet's opinion of his 
military training was manifestly a 
poor one. His modern state Ideas dis- 
posed him to regard It as a bore, and 
his common sense condemned it as use- 
less.

I 
was far too hot and blown when I.got 
up to the entrenchment*! even to lift 
my beastly rifle. It was those others 
would hare begun the sticking. 


"For a time we were watched by two 


hostile aeroplanes; then our own came 
up and asked them not to and—the 
practice of aerial warfare still beta 
unknown—they very politely deslste 
and went away and did dives and cir 
cles of the moat charming description 
over the Fox hills." 


All Barnet's accounts of his tnflitarj

In the days 
of my own prosperity things had seem- 
ed to me to be very well arranged." 
Now from his new point of view he 
was to find they were not arranged at 
all, that government was a compro- 
mise of aggressions and powers and 
lassitudes and law a convention be- 
tween interests and that the poor and 
the weak, though they had many negli- 
gent masters, had few friends. 


"I had thought things were looked 


after," he wrote. "It was with a kind 
of amazement that I tramped the roads 
and starved—and found that no one in 
particular cared."

Boston, Sept. 5.—Thirty-eight years 
in solitary confinement; that is the 
record of Jesse Pomeroy, perhaps the 
most famous prisoner in the United 
States. Pomeroy was first'sentenced 
to prison when a boy of 16. He was 
convicted o£ torturing and murdering 
children younger than himself. After 
some months he was liberated. 
The evening Pomeroy gained his 
freedom Boston was horrified with a 
series of child murders. In each case 
the victim had been subjected to un- 
speakable mutilation and torture Be- 
fore being put to death. 
Pomeroy 
was charged with the crime. He was 
convicted and 
sentenced to life im- 
prisonment. Since 
that time 
his 
mother, now a bent old woman has 
formally appealed to every governor 
of Massachusetts for a pardon. She 
has visited him every mouth since 
his 
incarceration 
in Charlestown 
penitentiary since 1872. Every warden 
of the prison, since that time has 
announced that he would, on assum- 
ing his duties "give Pomeroy a 
chance," by removing him from soli- 
tary confinement. 
Each warden has 
ti;ed in innumerable ways to "win 
Pomeroy over." Bach has 
signally 
failed, failure in several cases coming 
afier Pomeroy had taken advantoge 
of kindness 
to attempt escape or 
murder his keepers. 
Pomeroy is never permitted to see 
anyone but his mother, the warden 
and the governor o£ -Massachusetts. 
He is not known to have :spoken a 
word to anyone excepting his mother 
in the past twenty-five years. He has 
read every book in the big library of 
the prison, and has studied law. He 
is permitted an hour's exercise in the 
prison yard 
in. company with the 
warden every day he wants it. Some 
times he goes for weeks without leav- 
ing his cell. 


Pomeroy has several) tomes been 
nearly successful in sensational at- 
tempts at escape. Several years ago 
lie secured in some mysterious man- 
ner a piece of steel.which he fashion- 
ed into a drill. After months of sec- 
ret work, sometimes only a minute 
at a time, he dug through the floor 
of his cell to a gas main. Then one 
night he broke this main, believing he 
would be removed 
to the hospital, 
where' he had a better chance for es- 
cape, if he was overcome with gas. 
In breaking the pipe with his steel, 
however, a spark ignited the gas and 
the cell was partially wrecked. Pomeroy 
was knocked 
unconscious, but 
he 
speedily recovered and was removed 
to his present cell. 
He has never 
seen an electric car nor an automo- 
bile, and. has 
never ridden in an 
elevator nor talked over a telephone.

ly. Pans of water were placed over 
the furnace, which evaporated oh an 
average of. fifteen -aliens of water a 
day. 
This experiment was found to 
work a change. The health of. both 
teachers and pupils was better than 
ever before. 
"In some of the school 
rooms of 
Wisconsin," 
declared 
Mr. 
Drury, 
"there isn't as much humidity in some 
school rooms of this state as there is 
over the Sahara desert."
